Bridges were endangered. 
Altho ugh the great Miami river 
was receding fro m its crest o f 8.1 
feet at Hamilto n, the Ohio river, 
half full o f slush-lee, was rising 
slo wly at. the 23-fo o t stage and the 
French thro ne, after Ro y alists had dragged Blum 
1 M"vkinK"m rlv,’r at Zanesville was 
urging upward at the rate o f eight- 
tenths o f a fo o t an ho ur.

IN OTHER CIRCUMSTANCES 
A point generally missed in discussion of proposals 
to make various changes in the suprem e court is the 
effect of such changes In later years. 
T he easiest way to penetrate the possibilities is to 
Imagine th a t the suprem e court, Instead of ruling 
against the recovery act and the agricultural adjust­ 
m ent act, had upheld them . 
In th at case the court's 
function would be defended by those w ho a t present 
are Its critics and assailed by those who happen to 
be Its defenders In present circumstances. 
I t appears, therefore, th a t due to the nature of 
things the suprem e court always will be under fire 
by those who arc affronted by Its rulings. 
History 
shows this to be true. 
During the first 60 years of 
the courts operation, It was criticized for upholding 
federal power. 
The death or retirem ent of two or 
three of the courts present members and their re­ 
placem ent could reverse the courts existing com­ 
plexion. 
Is It not reasonable, therefore, to consider the 
probability th a t the suprem e court would be attacked 
just an bitterly a few years hence for supporting 
w hatever adm inistration happened to be conducting 
the governm ent as it now la attacked for ham pering 
the Roosevelt adm inistration? 
If the point be con­ 
ceded, It follows th at nothing could be gained from 
revising the courts status, both as to authority and 
aa to the m ethod of m aking decisions, except to open 
the door to constant revisions as they are made 
desirable to succeeding adm inistrations dealing witli 
different problems. 
T he suprem e court as an institution is not per­ 
fect. 
Yet, its nearest approach to perfection la its 
im partiality over a long period of tim e. 
None of 
the proposals for changes would improve th a t quality. 
R ather, by seeking teuiporary favor, they threaten 
to destroy th e court’s traditional statu s as a stabiliz­ 
ing influence In times when 
sudden 
changes are 
m ade to seem desirable by unrest.

GETTING ORGANIZED 
A ttem pts to stim ulate housing activity under the 
Roosevelt

A leas Im portant factor Is confusion within the 
governm ent, whose agencies to prom ote building ac­ 
tivity are not well organized. 
At least five separate 
agencies—federal 
housing

works adm inistration, home owners loan corporation, 
rural resettlem ent 
adm inistration 
and th e recon­ 
struction finance corporation—are trying to stim ulate 
the 
construction 
Industry. 
The 
government’« 
strength Is divided. 
Therefore, a plan now being studied to establish 
a perm anent program 
assumes 
im portance 
The 
least the governm ent can do ia to unify Its effort 
As to the possibility of reviving the construction In­ 
dustry and providing better housing through gov­ 
ernm ental assistance, It still Is true th a t until the 
circum stance* 
for a 
n atu ral recovery 
are created 
the governm ent can do relatively little to cause an 
artificial recovery. 
It should do w hat little it can, 
however, os efficiently 
as 
possible 
as long a* Its 
policy calls for assistance. 
There is some comfort

The history of the Wilbur Friends Meeting in 
Damascus is the same 
as 
the 
history of the 
Gurney Friends until the time of the separation. 
The Friends Meeting was established in Upper 
Springfield, now Damascus, in 1803 as a part of 
the Salem Quarterly Meeting. 
The organization 
of the meeting at Damascus followed the migra­ 
tion of many Friends to the Northwest territory 
because of their opposition to slavery. 
Most all of the Friends who moved into the 
new territory were 
from 
North 
Carolina and 
Virginia. 
They 
had 
liberated their slaves ¡us 
early as 1T87 and desired to rear their families in 
surroundings where slavery did not exist. 
Soon after the organization 
of 
the 
Friends 
Meeting at Damascus the first log meeting house, 
which stood near the site of the present Gurney 
Friends church, was erected. The first log meet­ 
ing house was replaced by two similar log build­ 
ings before a brick house was constructed in 1827. 
The latter meeting house was blown down by a 
windstorm in 1856. 


The meeting passed through a minor separation 
in 1828. when Elias Hicks and four members left 
the church, but it was not until 1845 that the 
Wilbur and Gurney division came about. 
The cause of the separation was mainly a dif­ 
ference of opinion as to modes of conducting ser­ 
vices and modes of dress. 
The Wilbur Friends 
believe in plain dress and quiet worship having 
no music and no paid minister. 
The Wilbur Friends In Damascus conducted a 
private school here for a number of years until 
this year, when it was discontinued, 
A school 
house was built near the church for the accom­ 
modation of the pupils. 
After pupil» pass the 
eighth grade, they attend Barnesville Boarding 
school, which is a Friends school.
